Decree to Eliminate All 
Public Ceremonies Outside 
Fascisti Adopted 


ROME, Aug. 3. (*)—Premier Mus- 
solini’s plans to direct the entire 
mental, spiritual and physical life of 
the Italian people into Fascist chan- 
nels took a long step forward today 
through the adoption of a decree pro- 
vid the gradual eliminetion of all 
non- public manifestations of 
an intellectual, sporting or charitable 
character.
